To Peking 
Opens on

PEKING, Aug. 22 (WP).—The 
United States and China began 
their first high-level talks in two 
years here today with, for the 
first time, no member of the rul- 
ing Chinese Politburo present. 

‘The absence of 2 powerful deci- 
sSion-maker, such as Vice-Premucr 
Teng Hsiao-ping, at the opening 
ef the talks with U.S, Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vanes revealed 2 
desire by the new Chinese gov~ 
emment to approach the new 
U.S. government slowl:.

the airport this morning. 

Unlike the first Nixon trip, no 
dancing girls greeted the Amcr~ 
ieans. Tonight's welcoming din« 
ner in one of the smaller ban- 
quet halls of the Great Hall of 
the People ended in less than two 
hours.

Firm on Taiwan 


Although State Department of- 
ficials were refraining from much 
comment, Mr. Vance seemed sat- ἡ 
isfied with the low-key welcome.

2 U.S. Ex-POWs Say Cubans 


Tortured Them in N. Vietnam

WASHINGTON Aug. 22 NYT". 
—Two former U.S. prisoners of 
war in Vietnam belicre the man 
who tortured one of them and 
11 of their cellmates a decade 
ago in a small camp near Hanoi 
was a Cuban military officer. 

Jack Bomar. a retired Air 
Force colonel who lives in Mesa, 
Ariz.. said last week sn a tele- 
phone interview. “There is no 
doubt io my mind that he was 
Cuban.” 

The allegations of torture by a 
Cuban in Vietnam were also 
made earlier last week by Leo 
Thorsness, also a retired Air 
Force colonel. to Rep. Bruce 
Caputo, R-N.Y. 

Mr. Bomar said the torture 
sessions took place in 1967 and 
1968 and that at least one of the 
U.S. prisoners of war later died 
in the prisoner-of-war camp. 

The alleged participation of 
one or more Cubans in mistreat- 
ment of the prisoners in what 
was then North Vietnam was 
brought out by Rep. Caputo in 
queries matied to Defense Secre- 
tary Harold Brown and Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance last 
week, an aide of the legislator 
said Friday. 
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Mr. Bomar said he and his 
buddies came to call their tor- 
turer “Fidel.” after Cuban Prest- 
dent Fidel Castro, but not to his 
face. 

“He broke a couple of my 
testh.” he said of “Fidel.” re- 
calling one of the torture ses- 
sions in which his arms and iegs 
were manacled. “He broke 8. lot 
of eardrums and dislocated 
[many] shoulders.” 

He said he and the others be- 
came convinced that the man was 
a Cuban by his Hispanic-sound- 
ing accent. his Caucasian looks, 
his “explosive temperament” and 
his intimate knowledge of US. 
slang and U.S. humor. “Pidel" 
was accompanied occasionally by 
8. junior officer. also of Cuban 
appearance. he said. 


‘A Kind of Jeily’ 


Mr. Bomar said he witnessed 
gn incident in which “Fidel” 
struck a US. officer “13 to 15 
times in the face” with what 
appeared to be a rubber fan belt, 
“turning his head just to a kind 
of jelly.” 

The officer. who died in the 
camp, which the prisoners called 
the zoo, was Alr Force Col Ear] 
Cobiel. 

Mr, Bomar named the other 
torture victims as Col. Jim Kass- 
ler. Li. "Tom Barrett. Capt. Glenn 
Perkins, Capt. Norlan Daughtry. 
Lt. Ed Hubbard and Maj. David 
Duart of the Air Force, and Lt. 
Allen Carpenter, Lt. Comdr. Ray- 
mond Voden. Lt. Chuck Rice and 
Lt. Larry Spencer of the Navy. 


Effect Is Feared 


He and the others who had 
been abused by “Fidel” ‘were 
urged in debriefings by State 
Department and Defense De- 
partment officials not to disclose 
after their release the possible 
participation of Cuban torturers, 
he said. on the ground that it 
might adversely affect the situ- 
ation of U.S. servicemen 
captive in North Vietnam.

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Smith Presses Campaign to Win White Vote

Soldiers and Farmers

Both are considered potential 
backers of the new opposition, 
the ultra rightist Rhodesia Action 
party. a breakaway group from 
Mr. Smiths Rhodesia Front 
party. whose increasing public 
support has triggered the most 
serious internal threat to the 
Smith ent and spurred 
the election to test white political 
allegiance. 

The breakaway. led by 12 mem- 
bers of Parliament. marked 8 
dramatic shift in position for Mr. 
Smith. The man who led Rhode- 
sia’s rebellious break from Britain 
in 1965 is now trying to put 
down a political rebellion against 
himself. For the first time in 
his career, Mr. Smith is in the 
more moderate position. 

He is fighting for a solution 
that will lead to at least partial 
black rule through a settlement 
with moderate nationalist leaders 
in a new, “broadiy based govern- 
ment” of blacks and whites. His 
opposition is fighting for con- 
tinued white domination. Its 
campaign slogan is, “We must 
indeed go forward, not black- 
wards.”

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Peking and Panama 


As Secretary of State Vance reaches Peking 
fhis travels are rivaling those of Mr. Kis- 
singer! he is the recipient of much free ad- 
vice. It is contradiclory: nermalize rela- 
tlons with China: don’t surrender Taiwan— 
and. while China takes on. at last, a measure 
of past-Mao stability under a new. largely 
pragmatic Politburo—there seems good rea- 
gon to believe. as Washington has warned. 
that little concrete will come trom the trp. 


Peking may pe drilting away from radieal- 
ism and from the permanent revolution, it 
δ} fears Russia: still demands Taiwan. 
And for the practical purposes of Mr. Vance’s 
voyage. the tear and the demand may tend 
to cancel one another out The United 
States. for a variety of reasons. including its 
Strategic interests and its given word. can- 
not break with Taiwan except at high cost 
in credibility, But mainiand China. with the 
Russian bear breathing hard slong thousands 
of miles of frontier. would be il-advised to 
ΡΣ with the United States over an Island 
—even a large. rich island—off its coasts. 

Jt would appear. therefore. that the pros-

From the American domestic standpoint

Mr. Kissinger established with Peking. When 
the “China lobby” 15 remembered. and the 
importance which the loss of China played 
in stimulating McCarthyism. this Indicates 
that a major shift has taken place in fact 
and in mood—and a major shift in the for- 
eign policy focus of U.S. conservatives. 
Perhaps. ike the Chinese Communists, 
they see a greater threat in the Sortet Union. 
Perhaps, like many other Americans. they 
have written off much of the Asian mainland 
after Vietnam But the plain fact is that the 
Republicans of the far right. those who sup- 
ported Ronald Reagan in the pre-convention 
campaign last year. are rallying around the 
Panama Canal 35 their main bastion of 
foreign policy. and. except for insistence on 
continuing aid for Taiwan. have. to all overt 
intents and purposes, given up on China. 
The canal is. admittedly, closer to the 
American heart than China. The techniques 
—attacks upon the State Department, and 
on a “sellout"—are very Similar to those 
used by the China lobby. They may be more 
coneerned with raw nationalism in this case 
than with anti-Communism as such, al- 
though Castro’s support for Panama has 
brought the latter into play -And it will be 
easter, from a purely parliamentary stand- 
pomt, to block the Panama treaties than to 
sustain a Chiang Kai-shek on the Asian 
mainland. But the slogans. the inner drive, 
are very much like those that prevailed in 
the late 40s and all the 50s. The focus, sim- 
ply, has shifted from Peking to Panama. 


The Soviet Bear 


Tie Central Intelligence Agency is bearish 
en the Soviet economy. Moscow, says the 
CLA, will feel increasing strain in the years 
ahead. sharply reduced rates of economic 
growth will pose excruciating choices for the 
Kremlm leaders. Gone are the CIA's cries 
of alarm of 20 years ago that the Soviet 
Union might soon surpass the United States 
economically, 

Althowgh some specialists shink that the 
recent analysis may be a shade too bearish, 
it. certainly is plausible. Tne Soviet labor 
force will reflect the decreasing birth rate of 
the 1960s. The productivity of capital and 
labor are no longer rising as rapidly as 
they did in earler stages of Soviet economic 
development. Most important, in the CIA 
view, Soviet oil prodmetion is likely to peak 
in a few years and thes drop. Moscow may 
have to become a net importer of oil, which 
would disrupt tts plans-te use off revenues 
to purchase lange amounts of advanced 
Western technology. The decline in oil out- 
put may be only temporary, watil new re- 
serves 550 found and tapped in Siberia. But 
that would require hage investments. 

To whet-extent can Urited States policy de 
besed on such forecasts? Only marginally, 


because the consequences of a Soviet eco- 
nomic downturn are so difficult to predict. 
Stagnation could propel the Soviet Union 
toward détente with both the West and 
China. Substantial long-term Western loans 
would clearly be helpful An accommodation 
with China might even make possible much 
greater economic collaboration between the 
two. And a new era of good feeling on all 
Soviet borders would permit a leveling off or 
even reduction of the vast Soviet military 
budget. 


But economic stringency could just as well 
lead in the opposite direction. Foreign dan- 
gers, real or imagined, might help to justify 
austerity to Soviet citizens. And they might 
In turn genérate unexpected military re- 
spouses. 

Accurate diagnosis does not always facil- 
itate prescription in diplomacy. But it can 
remind us that while “the economy” is a 
growing factor in American politics and di- 
plomacy, Soviet leaders are preoccupied. in 
good times and bad. with an economy whose 
health has long been the principal index of 
political success.

Competing With Freddie Laker 


It took Laker Airways six years to win ap- 
provai for cheap, no-reservations, no-frills 
“Skytrain” flights between New York and 
London. Now the established international 
airlines—Pan Am, British Airways, TWA, 
Air India, Iran Air, El Al—propose to meet 
Freddie Laker's challenge. They plan service 
at competitive prices that would permit res- 
ervations and a few frills as well. Best of 
all, they would fly into London's convenient 
airports, rather than being exiled to Stansted 
Field, some 35 miles from downtown. 

A bonanza for travelers? Don't pian your 
trip just yet. The Justice Department may 
move to bloek Civili Aeronautics Board ap- 
proval of the plan because is believes, with 
good reason, that the competition eould ruin 
Laker and bury low-cost charter competitors 
besides. 

This leaves the Civil Aeronautics Board 
with a dilemma. The new low fares are 
exactly the kind of innovative service the 
board would like to promote. Denying the 


big airlines, which actually form a cartel, 
the right to compete with Laker would re- 
move an important element of competition 
from the market. Lf. however. the airlines 
shot down Laker by operating at a toss for 
a few years and then went back to their old 
ways, consumers would suffer. 


We think travelers are best served br ex~- 
panding competition, The airlines should be 
granted the low fares they have requested. 
and the restrictions originally placed on 
Skytrain should be removed. Tne board 
should make it clear. however. that future 
fare increases will be allowed only if the 
carriers can prove that costs have increased. 


If the big airlines can make 2 profit com- 
peting with Freddie Laker. more power to 
them. If they can’t, thelr stockholders would 
have to absorb the losses, Either way. tray- 
elers would end up with cheaper seats to 
London.

Britain's Immigrant Problem 


It is not the first-generation immigrants 
that are presenting Britain with the main 
problems, but their children. Born in the 
country and raised in ghetto-like conditions. 
they have received an unsatisfactory educa- 
tion and are disadvantaged in the competi- 
tion for jobs. Since they regard themselves 
as Britons. they are naturally bitter about 
this and ft is not easy to make them into 


good citizens with a respect for law and 
order and the processes of democracy. It 
becomes even harder when left-wing extrem- 
ists make use of them as cannon-fodder for 
their subversive plans.

Mentarr system does little to cater for 
minorities. and Ulster has shown where that 
can lead.

‘Problem’ Banks 
Decline in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (Reu- 
ters).—The Federal Deposit In- 
Surance Corp, has reported that 
the number of banks on its prob- 
Tem list fell by LL over the first 
half of the year. Ξ 

The agency said 368 banks were 
on the list as of June 30, up from 
367 ἃ year earlier but off from 
379 at the end of Jast year. 

During the first baif. 91 banks 
were added to the list and 102 
were removed, three of those due 
to failure. 

The agency noted the eurrent 
Problem list is significantly less 
than the peak of 385 reached in 
November, 1976. 

Ranked by size, the list con- 
tained eight banks with deposits 
of $1 billion or more, seven with 
deposits of from $500 million to 
51 billion, 27 with deposits of be- 
tween $100 million and $500 mil- 
lion, 34 between $50 million and 
$100 million and 295 with deposits 
of Jess than $50 millon. 

The FDIC said the number of 
banks on the list represents 25 
per cent of all insured banks. 

Most Comprehensive 

The FDIC list, because tt in- 
cludes all federally insured banks, 
is the most comprehensive of the 
problem or watch lists οἱ the 
three federal regulatory agencies. 

Breaking the list down by the 
severity .of the problems, the 
agency listed 15 banks in the 
“serious problem—potential pay- 
off” catesory--siz fewer than at 
the beginning of the year. 

Twelve of the bankg with the 
most serious probiems were banks 
with deposits of less than $25 
million, while the remainder had
